KOOTKNAY VALLEY CO. (LTD.) 

The Discussion on the Report Presented 
ut the Annual General Meeting. 

The second annual general meeting of 
the Kootenay Valley Company (Ltd.) 
was held at the offices, -It) Queen Vic- 
toria street, London, E. ('., on Decem- 
ber 11th, Mr. Seton-Karr, M. P., in the 
chair. There was only a small attend- 
ance. 

The Chairman,- in moving the adop- 
tion of the report and balance-sheet, re- 
marked that one of the t wo chief ob- 
jects for which the company was started 
had been accomplished — the canal had 
been successfully completed, and the 
company had obtained a free grant of 
the 30,000 acres of land from the 
Government of British Columbia. 
.Some valuable assets were in- 
cluded in the amount shown in 
the report, notably a steam saw mill, a 
store and a hotel. The two latter had 
shown a net profit of over £1,500 or 
more than SO per cent on the capital in- 
vested. The prospective profits of the 
company depended in the advance of 
land prices and In tho future develop- 
ment of British Columbia. The direc- 
tors had not the slightest doubt that 
this development would take place, and 
it might be considered that the future 
profits would be larger, it being distrib- 
uted over a small capital. The material 
development of "die Upper Kootenay 
Valley, as compared with that of the 
Lower Kootenay Valley, where very 
gieat progress has been made owing to 
the discovery of rich mines, has not 
been as rapid as the directors anticipat- 
ed. It has been much retarded by the 
delays on .the part of the holders 
of the two charters for railways 
that are to penetrate into 
the Upper Kootenay Valley from 
the north and from the east. But inas- 
much as the company's land is free from 
the usual heavy tax on "unimproved" 
land, the directors deem it the wisest 
policy tohold the land for a rise, till the 
country becomes more developed, and 
better means of communication invite 
emigration into a valley, the natural re- 
sources of which, in the way of gold, 
silver, copper, and lead mines, very ex- 
tensive deposits of first-class coal, as 
well as recently discovered petroleum, 
vast tracts of valuable forests, amongst 
them the rare cedar, cannot fail to se- 
cure it a bright future. With the con- 
struction of railways into the valley, 
surveys for one of which have been car- 
ried on during the whole of the past 
season by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, the directors confidently ex- 
pect a very considerable rise in the 
value of the land, for irrespective of the 
town site, there are among tho twenty- 
six different ranches and tracts of for- 
ests, selected by the managing di- 
rector, some of the most favorably 
situated and fertile locations to 
be found in the whole valley. The 
vendors had, in a very proper spirit, 
surrendered their claim for £15,000 of 
their vendors' shares — in the first place, 
because there was not such a large capi- 
tal subscribed by the public as was ex- 
pected; and, secondly, on account of the 
delay and additional expense incurred ill 
making this canal. On the completion 
of the canal, the managing director 
called for tenders for the reclamation 
works to be executed ill the Lower 
Kootenay Valley under the second part 
of the concession, and the report of the 
head of the firm of Messrs. Pickering & 
C romp ton, of Whitehaven, civil engi- 
neers, was obtained, and may be seen at 
the Company's offices, The surveys of 
the Company's lands in the Lower 
Kootenay Valley havo been commenced, 
and the other terms of the concession 
complied with. In conclusion, he re- 
ferred to the additional capital required 
for developing the Company's lands in 
the Lower Kootenay Valley, which it 
was proposed to raise by debentures 
amply secured Oil the Upper Kootenay 
Valley land now in possession of the

SERPA J'lNTO'S ANTECEDENTS. 

Lisiion, Jan. 9. — In tho discussion of 
the African embroglio, public opinion is 
becoming modified by certain revela- 
tions in regard to Serpa Pinto's former 
career. It is beginning to be realized 
that Portugal cannot afford to unques- 
tinningly stand by the declarations of 
fact made by such a man when the is- 
sues are so important as to involve a 
possible international war. The officer's 
private life is being recalled. Also the 
fact that he has made extra frequent de- 
mands upon the public treasury, for 
which no proper accounting has ever 
been made. It is realized that 
Serpa Pinto is quito likely to have com- 
mitted nets of indiscretion in a position 
of unlimited authority and in a distant 
and badly understood portion of Portu- 
guese territory. Admittedly, the high 
character of the British consul, Mr. 
Johnson, is also being dwelt upon. The 
change in public feeling will make 
Portugal's course easier.

Requested, 

Lisbon, Jan. 9.— Dia, an official 

paper, has an article on the subject of 
Portugal's dispute with England. It 
says that the Portuguse government 
while willing to negotiate in order to 
arrive at n proper understanding, will 
never compromise its authority in 
Africa by retiring from the Shire dis- 
trict, and that if the London press in- 
sists on this, it is a wish to fish in mud- 
dy waters for a pretext to occupy the 
coast. Dia concludes by stating that if 
forced to extreme limits of conciliation, 
Portugal will invoke an international 
convention on. the question.

The suction pipe 
through whicb the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad Co. supplies its large 
reservoir here became exposed yesterday 
and had to be sunk to prevent the cut- 
ting off of the water supply. 

A Destructive lire. 

Salt Lake, Utah, Jan. 9.— All tho 
buildings, machinery and engines at the 
hoisting works of the Anchor Mine in 
Park City were burned yesterday. Tho 
loss cannot be learned, but it will 
amount to many thousands of dollars.

I.n firippe Spreadlnir. 

Gahsburo, Ills., Jan. 9. — La grippe 
is spreading rapidly among the railroad 
employees here. Yesterday the Chica- 
go, Burlington it Quincy officials re- 
ported forty-three train men sick with 
the disease. All of the train master's 
force are unable to work. There are 
very few cases elsewhere in the city. 

Serious Accident lu Itrooklyn. 

Brooklyn, Jan. 9. — About 4:30 
o'clock this morning the rear wall of 
the Throop Avenue Presbyteriun 
church, which was in tho course of 
erection, and which bad reached the 
height of 35 feet, was blown down by a 
high wind. The wall, which was 16 
inches thick fell on the two story frame 
bouse of Mrs. Sarah Mott, 198 Throop 
Avenue, crushing in the whole 
structure. In tho house were Mrs. 
.Sarah Mott, her widowed daughter, 
Mrs. Purdy, with her two daughters, 
aged 10 and IS, and a son uged 14 
years, and a boarder named Richard 
Poole. All of these persons were buried 
under tho pile of bricks and wood, and 
other debris. Tho tire department was 
culled out and they with the assistance 
of the police, succeeded in rescuing 
alive all but David and Mary Purdy, 
who wero dead when taken out. Tho 
rescued persons sustained serious in- 
juries.

Minneapolis, Jan. 9. — There are 

are thousands of cases of La Grippe in 
the twin cities, but up to date no fatal 
cases havo been reported. 

Jacksonville's Sensation or the Hour. 

Chicago, Jan. 9. — A Herald speciul 
from Jacksonville, 111., says: Miss 
Fannie Keener, of this city, was nhot 
and mortally wounded lust night on the 
street by Nathan Postsn, a colored man. 
She returned the fire mid wounded the 
negro so badly that he will probably 
die. For a long time the affairs of Mis, 



Posteu, her colored coachman,, havo 
been the gossip of the town. Some 
time ago Posten went to Iowa, and 
while he was there MiBS Keener sent 
the negro a large amount of valuable 
property. Mis9 Keener remained here, 
where she has been living with her 
brother. It was thought thore would 
be nothing more between them, but 
yesterday morning the negro returned 
to Jacksonville and at once proceeded 
to the house of Miss Keener, where 
he was met by Tom Keener, who 
ordered him away. Posteu turned to 
go, but as ho turned he met Miss Keener 
and a young man named Bancroft. 
Without warning tho negro drew a pis- 
tol and began shooting; brst at Bancroft 
who was twice wounded, and then at 
Miss Keener, who promptly returned 
tho fire, both being wounded. Miss 
Keener was shot through the lungs and 
hips and is in a very critical condition. 
Poston was shot in the arm and head. 
At this juncture Tom Keener and a col- 
ored boy named James Brown took a 
band, clubbing Posteu until ho was dis- 
armed by the crowd of people who were 
drawn to the scene. Posten is in jail, 
but so terribly injured that it is thought 
ho cannot recover. It was said that Miss 
Keener could scarcely live through tho 
night. Tho Keener family is one of tho 
most prominent in Jacksonville. 

Burled Alive. 

Denver, Jan. 9.— A telegram re- 
ceived from Viotoriu mines, near Trini- 
dad, says that a cave in occurred at that 
mine this morning, and that five men 
were buried under the rocks and earth. 
It is believed the miners will bo dead 
before a relief party can reach thoin. 

Afraid to Stand by their Colors. 

New York, Jan. 9.— The Star says 
several members of the Southern So- 
ciety opposed the recent adoption by 
the society of resolutions eulogistic of 
Jefferson Davis. There is also some 
opposition to the holding of a banquet 
in honor of General Lee on the 20th 
of this month. The dissentients ad- 
mire the characters of Davis and Lee, 
but are afraid that by so publicly hon- 
oring the Confederate chieftains they 
will lose standing in northern business 
and social circles. 

Church and State in Brazil. 

RioJaniero, Jan. 9. — The govern- 
ment has issued a decree proclaiming 
the separation of church and state, 
guaranteeing religious equality and con- 
tinuing the life stipends granted the 
monarchy. 

The Wabash Klvcr. 

Corinoton, Ind., Jan. 9.— The 
Wabash river is higher than was over 
known in any former January. 

A Chicago Uouse Fails. 

Chicago, Jan. 9. — The big dry goods 
houso of F. R. Lawler, at 182 and 184 
Wabash avenue, was closed to-day by 
tho sheriff, under confessions of judg- 
ment aggregating §11,780.70. It is be- 
lieved in commercial circles that the 
failure will show liabilities of over £100,- 
000, with assets of about half that 



Au Illinois Traicedy. 

Kankakee, Ills., Jan. 9. — While at- 
tempting to cross Rock Creek on Mon- 
day, Frank B. Mason and Theodore 
Wickey, his nephew, were drowned, by 
the capsizing of the boat. Wickey suc- 
eeded in getting ashore, and attempted 
to rescue his uncle, but was drawn back 
and perished. 

Ended Ills Trouble*. 

St. Paul, Minn. , Jan. 9. — .fames N. 
Elkiue, cashier of tin. Northwestern Ex- 
press Stage and Transportation Com- 
pany, committed suicide last evening at 
8 o'clock by shooting himself in the 
head. He had been under the influence 
of liquor during the afternoon. He leaves 
a widow and two children. Domestic 
troubles are said to be tho cause. 

A Dangerous Lover. 

Philadelphia, Ph., Jan. 9.— William 
Torrens committed suicide in West 
Philadelphia last night, after attempt- 
ing to kill his sweetheart, Bella Carter, 
who is emtiloyed as a domestic in the 
family of Mtb. Huston. The girl re- 
ceived serious wounds on the body from 
the pistol, but will probably recovor.

Two Thousand Houses Destroyed 
by Fire at Foochow. 



Volcanic Eruptions In Japan— Arrost of 
an Agent of the Hlble Society 
at Manilla. 



San Francisco, Jan, 9. -By the ar- 
rival of the City of Peking wo have ad- 
icas from Hong Kong to December 9th, 
and from Yokohama to December 20th. 

It is denied that there is any estrsng- 
mcnt between the Emperor and his con- 
sort. Ho is said, however, not to be on 
the best of terms with the Empress. 
Dowager. 

A great fire occurred at Foo Chow on 
November 22nd, destroying about two 
thousand houses. 

The Chinese are recruiting troops 
from the Yangtaze ports for a campaign 
in Formosa. 

There were two slight volcanic erup- 
tions during December in Japan. One, 
a little north of Nikko, and another in 
Kiushlu; but no particular damage was 
done in either case. 

Thero are rumors of a fresh conspiracy 
against the life of the King of Corea. 

An agent of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, named Cahtells, is now in 
prison at Manilla on seeming suspicion 
of being mixed up in some seditious 
movement. His lodgings were searched 
and himself taken to prison on the 17th 
of October. His examination by the 
magisterial authorities showed the 
weakness of the charge against him, 
but brought out the fact that ho had 
been selling Protestant Bibles at Man- 
illa.

The Opposition organ begins to have 
some faint idea of how ridiculously in- 
consistent it is to Gild fault with the 
Government for carrying out the policy 
which it has itself advocated. It would 
Le too much to expect it to confess its 
folly or to admit the absurdity of its 
course. It, however, justifies itself in a 
rather sheepish and shamefaced manner. 
It weakly— very weakly— adheres to 
its assertion that there is a difference 
between a "measure'' inula "eolioes 
sion." We gather from it that it holds 
that a measure becomes a concession 
when it ia made with a "mental reser- 
vation." Who is to find out whether 
there is a "mental reservation" or not? 
Does the Times keep a medium or mind 
reader on its stall' for the express pur- 
pose of finding out whether tho members 
who vote for subsidies to railways make 
"mental reservations" or not '! An 
suppose the reader of minds does decide 
that on a given division, say on the 
subsidy for the S. & 0. railway, a num- 
ber of members voting for the subsidy 
did make what he calls "mental reserva- 
tions," what difference would that 
make ''. Their "mental reservations" 
could not annul the law they voted for 
or take anything from the subsidy 
granted. The vote of the mental re- 
server would count one on division just 
as well as that of tho member who did 
not mentally reserve. Again, if the sub- 
sidy rogulurly granted were u 
"concession" what odds would that 
make to the company who were 
to receive it? Call the $200,000 
a "measure," or a "subsidy," or a "sub- 
vention," or a "concession," it was 
5200,000 all the same. A subsidy by 
any other name would he quite as valu- 
able to those who received it, provided 
the casli could he obtained when the 
conditions were fulfilled. 

And after all, ia our contemporary's 
medium or mind-reader to be depended 
upon? Can he always detect a "mental 
reservation"? Is our contemporary 
sure that he knows a "mental reserva- 
tion " when he sees it? Less gifted 
mortals judge men by their acts. They 
cannot go behind the acta to look for 
"mental reservations " ; and if they 
were fools enough to do so they would, 
more likely than uot, make the 
moat ridiculous and idiotic blun- 
ders. When a man votes money, or 
gives money, or pays money, there is 
nothing to be gained by trying to read 
his heart or mind. All such speculations 
are useless and silly. They neither add 
to nor take from tho sum voted, or paid, 
or given. Cannot our con temporary 
see what precious nonsense it is giving 
us when it talks about the "mental re- 
servations" of the men who did what it 
admits was right? 

What does the organ mean when it 
says, "we do not and we did not expect 
to establish ocular evidence of the Gov- 
ernment's internal disgust of tho S. & 
0," "Ocular evidence" of ''internal 
disgust" is something very extraordin- 
ary, indeed. Was it the medium who 
wrote that seuta'uce? Men ill the flesh 
do not generally expect to sec what is 
invisible. The being who could see 
"mental reservations" would have no 

trouble in obtaining "ocular evidence" 
of "internal disgust." The Times should 
bounce that medium, lie or she has 
caused it to make a sad exhibition of 
hue If. 



GUOD ADVICE. 

The granting of the Alaska monopoly 
hnB eot American journalists and states- 
men thinking. They do not appear to 
regard it as a. vory simple business. As 
it involves the control of Beh ring's Sea 
bj the Government of the United States, 
some of them are of the opinion that the 
Government should look before it leaps. 
Tho New York Post, a very able com 
inercial paper, makes the following re- 
marks and suggestions on the subject: 

"it is to ho borne in mind that we 
have leased all our seal-fishery rights to 
the Aluskn Commercial Company till 
next May ; that the treasury ia asking 
for bids for another long lease ; that the 
vnlue of the lease will depend on tho ex- 
clusion from I lehring'a Sea of Canadian 
niarino sealers, and that Canadian 
rights in that part of Behring's Sea in- 
cluded in the boundaries of what was 
ceded to us, ami dcjcribed in the first 
article of tho Russian cession to us, 
should ho defined by the Harrison ad- 
ministration before a new lease [ll sold, 
if wo are lo get the full and proper 
vuhie of the col/cession." 

There are two pending questions to 
bo decided 1 y the administration: 

(1) Should we, and can we, make an 
International agreement between out- 
koIvos, Grout Britain, Russloaud Juitonl 
to "prevent the oitiMus of either coiiu- 



with some of tho nations supposed to be 
interested in the seal fishery is signifi- 
cant. It implies that tho right of tho 
United States to send cruisers into that 
sea to capture vessels is open to 
question. The second question is one 
which the United States has hitherto 
obstinately refused to answer. It has 
policed one side of Behring's Sen, with- 
out trying to find out whether it could 
do so under the rules of public law or 
not. Its course hitherto in that Sea has 
been emphatically lawless. Whether 
it shall bo permitted to pursue the same 
course in tho future depends upon 
the attitude which Groat Britain shall 
assume. It is hardly to be expected 
that Mr Blaine will, of his own motion, 
submit the question of the sovereignty 
of the United States over the waters of 
Behring's Sea to the highest legal tri- 
bunal in the United States and act 
upon its decision. If he wanted to do 
right he would ilo this or something like 
this. But it is evident enough that in 
this matter the United States Govern- 
ment does not want to do right. It 
has, so far, acted upon the good old 
way, tho simple plan, that might makes 
right, and it has evinced no disposition 
to take any other course. 

RECIPROCITY PEOPOSA LS. 

Our American neighbors are just now 
paying a great deal of attention to Can- 
ada. When eminent Canadians visit 
their large cities they are immediately 
besieged by newspaper reporters most 
desirous to find out from them how 
Canadians generally, regard the notion 
of annexation. The newspapers devote 
much more of their space to Canadian 
news and to the discussion of Canadian 
topics than they used to do. In social 
circles Canada is often the topic of con- 
versation, and her institutions are en- 
quired into and her relations with 
Great Britain commented upon. In the 
Legislature of the United States, too, 
proposals to regulate the trude relations 
between the United States and Canada 
ue made and debated upon. Alto- 
gethei , it may be observed that the 
United States takes quite a neighborly 
interest in Canada. Its merchants, its 
railway men, and even its legislators, 
cease to speak slightingly or contemptu- 
ously of this country. The railway 
men, in particular, do us the honor of 
being jealous of us ami to threaten us 
with hostile legislation if our railroad 
continue to compete with theirs for the 
United States trade. In the same way 
American shipowners, particularly on 
this side of the continent, speak bitterly 
of Canadians taking from them a large 
share of their China and Japan trade; 
and their fears on this score arc so great 
that they have invoked on their behalf 
the interposition of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

All this is a high compliment to Can- 
ada. Ia is evidence that the Dominion 
is growing in wealth and in industrial 
and commercial importance. There 
was a time, and that not very long ago, 
in which, as far as appearances went, 
the great body of the American people 
did not know that such a country as 
Canada was in existence. Its nuine 
was seldom mentioned in the newspa- 
pers, and allusion to it in private con- 
versation often betrayed in the speaker 
the most surprising and even ludicrous 
ignorance. All that is changed now. 
Americans to-day are perfectly aware of 
Canada's existence, and there is a gen- 
eral desire in all the northern and 
western states to know more about her 
and her people. 



Two proposals now hefore Congress, 
whatever may be their fate, will have 
the cll'ect of causing Canada to be more 
talked about and of making her better 
known than hitherto in all parts of the 
Union. One is made by Mr. Uitt ami 
another by .Mr. Butterworthj they 
both deal with the trade relations be- 
tween the two countries. Mr. Hltt pro- 
poses a commercial union, or zoll- 
verin, between the two countries, 
lie would have them for pur- 
poses of trade to be one country. Ho 
would pull down all the custom houses 
on the frontier and would make one 
tariff do for the two countries. He 
would have the United States and Can- 
ada, commercially, against nil the world 
— against even the Mother Country. 
There would be a free interchange of 
commodities of all sorts and descrip- 
tions between Canada and the States, 
but goods from all other countries would 
be fenced out by a high protective 
tariff. 

Tlie Bntterworth's scheme " is some- 
what different. He would have a law 
pussed by the United States Conjfr'ess 
making it lawful to admit tho products 
of the Dominion of Canada free of duty 
whenever the Parliament of Canada 
should enact a law admitting the pro- 
ducts of the United States into Canada 
free of duty. Mr. Buttorwort h's meas- 
ure would establish what has been call- 
ed in Canada of late years "unrestricted 
reciprocity." Hero is a section of Mr, 
Bntterworth's bill, 

"That when it shall ho certified to 
the President of the United States by 
the Government of the said Dominion 
of Canada that, by the authority of it» 
Parliament, it has authorized the ad- 
mission into the. ports of said Dominion 
of all articles of trade and commerce, 
l he growth, produce or manufacture of 
the United States, free of duty, th« 
President shall make proclamation 
thereof, and shall likewise proclaim 
t hat all articles the grnwtli, produce or 
manufacture of the said Dominion of 
Canada shall he admitted into all ports 
of the United States free of duty and 

such articles shall be'a'djniitea into the 

port* of the United States free of duly so 
long as the si. id Dominion 6f Canada 
shall admit the products of tho United 



Stakes, as heroin , provided, into the 
ports of the Dominion froo of duty." 

Kueh country is to have its own tfi- 
riff. How smuggling of foreign goods by 
the country which ihus the lower tariff 
is to ho prevented wo have no idea. Ac- 
cording to Senator Bntterworth's 
scheme Canada, would maintain her fia- 
cul independence. 

His bill also provides for reciprocity 
in shipping. Tlio coasting trade of both 
countries would be free to the ships of 
both. This is an oxcellent feature of 
the scheme. If the coasting trade of 
both Canada and the United States 
wore freed from vexatious restrictions 
caused by short-sighted Bclf-intoiest and 
senseless nntional jealousy the trude of 
both would he in a fur bettor condition 
than it is. Such an arrangement would 
open a wide field for Canadian energy 
and Canadian enterprise. We would 
be greatly mistaken and grievously dis- 
appointed, if the coasting trade of al- 
most the whole continent were froo to 
Canadians as well as to Americans, if 
the shipbuilders and tho shipowners of 
this country were notable to do a good 
deal more than hold their own. 

But it is useless to speculate about 
the matter. It is most unlikely that 
Congress will entertain either Mr. 
Hitt's or Mr. Butterworth's proposal. 
The Americans, as a. people, are far 
from being liberal in matters in which 
trade and commerce are concerned. 
They aro ardent protectionists. They 
believo in everything relating to trudo 
in keeping America for tho Americans, 
The dominant party in Congress and in 
the country will not permit foreigners 
to be competitors in their home market. 
Reciprocity has no charms for them. 
Most of them just now look upon Mr. 
Hitt's and Mr. Butterworth's schemes 
as harmless fads. They may humor the 
promoters of them by talking about 
them, but as to putting them in force 
they laugh at the idea. 

On this side of the line, Mr. Hitt's 
scheme of commercial union would not 
be entertained for a moment. Canadi- 
ans see that under commercial union 
they would lose their independence. 
Their country would virtually become 
a powerless, and consequently a despised 
appendage to the United States. Hav- 
ing given up its power of taxation, the 
general Government would soon sink 
into insignificance. 

If, however, by some strange chance 
Mr. Butterworth's bill should become 
law, the question of reciprocity in 
Canada would be one of the utmost im- 
portance. If it remained with the Do- 
minion Parliament to decide whether 
trade with tho United States should bo 
free and whether the coasting trade of 
the two oceans and the great hikes 
should he opened to Canadian shipping, 
wo believe that a very strong recipro- 
city party would be formed in the 
country, which it would bo difficult, if 
not impossible, for those opposed to 
free trade with the States to resist. 
There would then be a great principle 
at stake and men would take sides with 
but little regard lo the old party lines. 
The unanswerable objection just now to 
the udvocates of unrestricted recipro- 
city is, "What is the good of agitating 
for such a policy when you do not know 
whether or not it will be acceptable to 
the United States?" But let the 
United States by act of Congress inti- 
mate its readiness to enter into recipro- 
cal trade relations with tho Dominion 
of Canada and the whole situation 
would lie changed. But as We have al- 
ready said there is very little chance of 
the United Stab.i assuming this atti- 
tude. All parties in Canada are pretty 
well convinced of this so that 
they await tho fute of tho 
two reciprocity bills with philosophical 
coolness. There is no fear that Can- 
adians will feel greatly .disappointed or 
at all disheartened when thosu bills 
aro consigned to tho limbo of unpopular 
and impracticable measures. They have 
learned the lesson of self-reliance. Al- 
though they would be glad to be on 
good terms commercially with their 
American neighbors, they arc not 
prepared to suerifice their indepen- 
dence or self-respect for the sake 
of whatever profit there may be in 
entering into closer trade relations 
with them. Canadians are willing 
enough to trade, but they want what 
is, from all points of view, n fair deal.
